New U.S.-Israel group 
will counter Soviet role 
in Mideast, says Shamir 


NEW YORK tR) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir told 
Egypt Thursday its relations with 
Israel must improve or Israel 
would question the value of peace 
treaties with its Arab neighbours. 

In a speech to American Jewish 
leaden* at the end of his visit to the 
United States, he hailed his talks 
with President Reagan as bringing 
their two countries closer. 

Declaring that Egypt was the 
cornerstone of the Middle East 
peace process, Mr. Shamir said: 
“If Egypt continues its present 
practices of preventing nor- 
malisation of relations... then 
people in Israel will have growing 
doubts of the willingness and cap- 
acity of Arab states and leaders to j 
make peace with Israel.” 

He died Egypt’s withdrawal of 
its ambassador to Israel and its 
allowance of “anti-Semitic att- 
acks” in its press as examples of 
Egyptian coolness towards his 
country. 

Mr. Shamir said U.S. con- 
gressional leaders agreed with him 
“that Egypt’s excuses about wit- 
hdrawing its ambassador and 
(not) resuming normalisation 
were unjustifiable and una- 
cceptable." 

Mr. Shamir noted the imp- 
ortance the United States att- 
ached to good Israeii-Egyptian 
relations, noting Egypt received 
major U.S. financial aid after sig- 
ning the Camp David accords. 


| TEL AVIV (R) — : On the first 
tasks of the newly created U.S.- 
| Israel political-military group will 
! be to counter “Soviet inv- 
olvement” in the Middle East, 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said Friday. 

Speaking to reporters on his 
return from the United States, Mr. 
Shamir said creation of the joint 
group was one of the most sig- 
nificant achievements of his mee- 
tings with President Reagan and 
other U.S. leaders earlier this 
week. 

“Close co-operation with the 
U .S. has always been and remains 
a cornerstone of Israeli political 
and military policies.” he said. 

“Creation of the joint group 
brings the two countries closer and 
is a major development in rel- 
ations between us.” 

The group will meet next month 
and “one of its immediate goals 
will be to find ways to counter 
growing Soviet involvement in our 
region, mainly through its sur- 
rogate in the Middle East — 1 
Syria,” he said. 

The group will also “seek ways 
to stabilise the situation in Leb- 
anon chiefly by getting the Syrians 
to agree to leave, as Israel has alr- 
eady a gr eed to do," Mr. Shamir.

on Jordan and Palestinians to start

“split and fighting within the ter- 
rorist Palestinian gangs should 
have convinced them to abandon 
violence.” 

Mr. Shamir left Washington 
Wednesday warning that, if Leb- , 
anon was interested in ind- 
ependence, it should not seek to 
change a word of Israel's agr- 
eement to withdraw its troops 
from its soil. 

Washington has backed the 
accord, which Secretary of State 
George Shultz helped prepare. 
U.S. officials refused to give det- 
ails of the administration's str- 
ategy for overcoming Syria’s ref- 
usal to pull out its 40,000 troops 
from Lebanon. 

Israel says it will not withdraw 
unless Syria does. 

Mr. Shamir was speaking at a 
National Press Club lunch before 
flying to New York at the end of-, 
the three-day official visit.

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Moscow to resume talks only if missiles withdrawn 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
newspaper Pravda Friday made 
clear new* U2>. missiles would 
have to be withdrawn from Eur- 
ope before Moscow would resume 
talks with the United States on. 
limiting medium-range nuclear 
weapons. 

Pravda ridiculed NATO lea- 
ders, and in particular West Gcr- ■ 
man Chancellor Helmut Kohl, for 
suggesting Moscow might soon ■ 
return to the Geneva talks, broken 
off last week, despite the arrival in 
West Europe of the first of 572 
U.S. anise and Pershing-2 mis- 
siles to be deployed. 

“This, stripped of fine names, is 
a shameless deception,” it said. 

The question of possible Soviet ■ 
flexibility has been raised in the; 
West over the past week because 


of the wording used by President 
Yuri Andropov in a public sta-. 
tement and in letters to Mr. Kohl 
and other West European leaders. 

Mr. Andropov said Moscow did 
not regard the breakdown as irr- 
eversible and would resume neg- 
otiations if NATO “showed rea- 
diness to return to the situation 
existing before the start of dep- 
loyment.” 

Pravda Friday made clear Mos- 
cow expected more than just, 
“readiness”. 

“To make posable the resr 
umption of the talks... the NATO 
countries should restore the old 
state of thin gs, when there were no 
missiles in Europe,” it said. 

“Nothing else was said and 
could be said either to Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl or anybody else,” it 


added. 

Mr. Kohl told a press con- 
ference on Monday the letter he 
had received from Mr. Andropov 
indicated Moscow was ready to 
review its decision to break off the - 
Geneva talks. 

Western diplomats said Pra- 
vda' s article, released in advance 
Thursday night by the official 
news agency TASS, reflected 
anger in the Kremlin over the 
gloss Western leaders had been 
giving to Mr. Andropov’s words. 

Pravda said Western leaders 
had distorted Soviet intentions 
because public feeling was so str- 
ongly opposed to the deployment 
of die Pershing-2 and cruise mis-, 
siles. 

In a further sign that the Kre- 
mlin aims to keep up the pressure, 


the authorities Friday announced 
a press conference Monday on the 
issue by the chief of general staff. 
Nikolai Ogarkov. 

News conferences by top-level 
Soviet leaders, particularly from 
the military, are rare, and until lasr 
September Gen. Ogarkov had 
never addressed Western rep- 
orters. 

Diplomats said they expected 
Gen. Ogarkov' s appearance 
would be aimed at reinforcing the 
gravity of retaliatory measures 
already announced by Mr. And- 
ropov in response to the NATO' 
weapons.

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Arafat demands U.N. protection 
for PLO fighters leaving Tripoli 


BEIRUT (R) — Druze chieftain 
Walid Junbiatt vowed Friday his 
minority community would strike 
back at killers like the lone gun- 
man who murdered a leading 
Druze judge Thursday. 

In an elegy read on his behalf at 
the funeral of Shilch Halim Tak- 
ieddin. the senior Druze cleric in 
Beirut. Mr. Junbiatt said: “I warn 
that our arm is long and can strike 
everywhere.” 

Thousands of Druze and Mus- 
lims attended the ceremony in 
central Beirut amid strict security 
apparently aimed at preventing 
outbreaks of sectarian violence. 

Shops, banks and offices in west 
Beirut closed for the day in mou- 
rning for the 61 -year-old sheikh, 
shot dead in his living room by a 
single bullet from a silenced pistol. 

Mr. Junbiatt, who left Beirut a 
year ago after a narrow escape 
from a car bomb, told the mou- 
rners that the killing was part of 
the battle between the Druze and 
“fascism. Lebanese reaction and 
those who want to make to Leb- 
anon a sectarian state." 

He was referring to the pre- 
dominantly Christian right-wing 
forces who fought the Druze in 
last Septembers war for the Shouf 
and Aley areas southeast of the 
Lebanese capital. 

. . “.Now they are trying ta corner 
us in Beirut,” he said. 

. But rightists — including Pierre 
Gemayel, founder of the right- 
wing Falangist Party and father of 
President Amin Gemayel — joi- 
ned Muslims io condemning the 
assassination. 

State-run Beirut Radio said first 
reports suggested the killer, a man 
in his rnid-20s, was a relative of 
Shikh Takieddin. Police were still 
investigating the crime, it added, i 
President Gemayel, in Was- 
hington for talks with President , 
Reagan and other officials, called 
for stringent measures to arrest 
and punish the culprit, the radio 
said. 

Fuad Salman, secretary general 
of the mainly Druze Progressive 
Socialist Party (PSP), read Mr. 
Junblatt's speech and was int- 
errupted by chants of allegiance to 
.the Druze leader. 

The killing followed a period of 
heavy artillery exchanges between 
PSP militiamen in the mountains 
. and Lebanese army units in and 
around Beirut. 

The shelling forced Beirut air- 
port to close two days ago and a 
security committee set up to enf- 
orce a two-month-old ceasefire 
j has so far failed to getit reopened. 

U.S. embassy denies report 

The U.S. embassy meanwhile 
denied a local press report that 
Americans had been ordered to 
leave Beirut. 

“We have not advised Ame- 
rican citizens to leave.” said emb- 
assy spokesman Jon Stewart. He 
said the security si tuation here was 
under constant review, but no ins- 
tructions had been issued to Ame- 
ricans. 

Mr. Stewart said the embassy 
took the step of issuing a denial as 
the report had aroused fears, that 
the United States was about to 
abandon Lebanon. 


TRIPOLI. Lebanon iR) — Pal- 
estinian leader Yasser Arafat is 
asking for United Nations gua- 
rantees for the safety of his men 
when they evacuate Tripoli by sea. 
but no longer insists on an Arab 
observer force, an Arafat spo- 
kesman said Friday. 

He put the condition to former 
Lebanese Prime Minister Rashid 
Kararai, elder statesman of this 
northern Lebanese port city, and 
is waiting for a reply, spokesman 
Ahmad Abdulrahman told Reu- 
ters. « 

Syria and Saudi Arabia have 
asked Mr. Karami to arrange for 
the withdrawal of all Palestinian 
fighters from Tripoli and its env- 
irons and an end to fighting bet- 
ween pro- and anti-Arafat forces. 

Despite the peace efforts, shells 
crashed Friday morning into the 
port area, a stronghold of Arafat 
loyalists, as well as on the front 
line between the warring factions 
on the north-eastern edge of the 
city. 

The bombardment lasted about, 
half an hour, sending residents 
fleeing for shelter. Tripoli had 


been relatively calm for a week 
after three weeks of intense fig- 
hting. 

The spokesman said Mr. Ara- 
fat. chairman of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation iPLOl, was 
asking for U.N. ships to acc- 
ompany any Palestinian fighters 
who left the city by sea under the 
Saudi-Syrian disengagement plan. 

The spokesman said the Arafat 
forces needed U.N. guarantees 
because they were blockaded by 
Israeli ships.' He repeated charges 
that the Israeli navy had seized 
four ships sailing to the aid of Ara- 
fat forces in recent weeks. 

He said Mr. Arafat had dropped 
his demand that an Arab force 
guarantee the disengagement plan 
— a demand that Mr. Karami has 
received cdolly. 

Mr. Karami said in Damascus 
Thursday he thought Lebanese 
gendarmes, perhaps reinforced by 
local armed factions, would be suf- 
ficient. 

The spokesman said Mr. Arafat 
had also asked whether any of the 
fighters who normally live in two 
refugee camps near Tripoli or in 


the eastern Bekaa Valley woulj 
be allowed to return to their 
homes. 

The Syrian-backed Palestinian 
rebel forces, who have bottled up 
the Arafat loyalists in Tripoli, ref- 
use to leave the nearby Baddavri 
and Nahr AI Bared refugee 
camps, which they overran last 
month. 

In case Syria forbade the fat- 
alists to return to their camps. .Mr, 
Arafat had asked Syria and Saudi 
Arabia to help to find Arab cou- 
ntries willing to accept the exiled 
fighters. 

U.N. debate scheduled 

At the United Nations. Friday, 
the Security Council scheduled 
private consultations on the sit- 
uation in north Lebanon. 

The closed-door session was 
summoned at the initiative of 
Council President Max van der 
Stoel of the Netherlands. There 
was no indication whether it 
would be followed by a public 
meeting.

Militants promise to quit Nablus site

Defence Minister Arens told 
Israel Radio: “1 understand that 
the settlers' move into the tomb 
area is illegal and toe government 
expects them to move out.” 

A spokesman for the settlers 
later told state radio: “Although 
we object to Minister Arens' des- 
cription of our action as illegal we 
shall leave peacefully as soon as 
asked. 

“We still expect our demands 
for greater safety measures to be 


earned out by the Israeli forces in 
the area." 

Arab orchards destroyed 

Meanwhile ai Kaikilya, another 
West Bank town. Israeli bul- 
ldozers have razed Arab orchards 
along a main road in a new army 
drive to curb Palestinian attacks 
on Israeli cars.

Moments earlier the AK47 had 
fallen to the ground during the 
routine search of vehicles crossing 
the AwaJi line that divides central 
Lebanon from the Israeli- 
controlled south. 

it was wrapped up among a pile 
of cellophane -wrapped, corderoy 
trousers which the driver said he 
was delivering to a Sidon clothes 
shop. 

Weapons smuggling is one of 
the reasons Israel dies for inc- 
reasingly stria security measures 
that now effectively mean south 
Lebanon is cut off from the rest of 
the country for 14 hours a day. 

From dusk to dawn the line is 
closed.

rhe Awali line — named after 
the river that flows into the Med- 
iterranean just north of Sidon — 
is. to some observers, increasingly 
taking on the appearance and 
atmosphere of a frontier. 

Trucks and cars stretch back for 
kilometres on the northern side, 
waiting to be waved forward for 
searching by Arabic-speaking sol- 
diers of Israel's border police. 
Every night drivers camp out by 
their lorries so they will be at the 
front of the queue when the line 
reopens next day. 

Rows of taxis wait either side of 
the Awali bridge, the main cro- 
ssing point, to pick up travellers 
who walk across. 

Pedestrians show Lebanese- 
issued identity cards to the sol- 
diers. “All we really want to know 
from the identity cards is whether 
they are Lebanese or Pal- 
estinians." said an Israeli army off- 
icer called Rafi. 

Palestinians, who make up aro- 
und in per cent of the ftHii.uiiii- 
.NUimuo population of south Leb- 
anon, are only allowed to cross the 
line with special permission. 

Since Israel set free some 4.5U0 


pro-Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation i PLO) prisoners from its 
Ansar detention camp a week ago- 
it has " beefed up all aspects of our 
security systems." said Capt. 
Shael Segal, an army spokesman 
in Sidon. “We are on maximum- 
level alert." 

About 5.000 of the detainees, 
freed in a prisoner exchange with 
the PLO. were dispersed in south 
Lebanon. 

Driving through the villages, 
you see men wearing the blue- 
and-white track suits and gym 
shoes that were issued by the Red 
Cross before they were released 
from Ansar. 

In an apparent show of sol- 
idarity with the PLO. the word 
“Ansar" has been spray-painted 
on some buildings- 

“There has been a rad- 
icalisation of the atmosphere, less 
willingness to cooperate with us." 
said Capt. Segal. 

The new Israeli security mea- 
sures go beyond extra road 
checks, patrols and the thick earth 
ramparts that now guard every 
army post. 

rhe army says none of the freed 
Ansar prisoners have been re- 
arrested and it is too early to see 
whether their release will lead to a 
real deterioration in security. 

Citrus growers who need to tra- 
nsport fruit north of the Awali line 
have been issued with permits 
which enable them to jump the 
long queues at the crossing points. 

Other regular travellers can 
apply for the two-month permits 
but army officers said fewer than 
expected had asked for them, 
apparently because of anti-Israeli 
feeling.

“Our armed forces are capable 
of forcing the Iranian army to ret- 
reat to new- positions inside Ira- 
nian territory... we will do this 
when w e find it suitable and public 
opinion in Iran concedes tha: Iran 
is the aggressor." Mr. Hussein 
added. 

There has been speculation that 
Iraq used the French jets, del- 
ivered in October, in missile att- 
acks last month. 

Mr. Hussein said he did not 


think Iran would canv out threats 
to dose the Strait of Hormuz at 
the mouth of the Gulf if Iraq used 
the jets. 

He accused Syria and Libya of 
cooperating with Iran to make 
trouble among Iraqi Kurds in nor- 
thern Iraq, and said both sup- 
erpowers still supplied Iran with 
arms although both claimed to be ■ 
neutral. 

Meanwhile. Iraq came to a halt 
for five minutes Thursday in mou- 
rning for Iraqi prisoners of war 
Baghdad said were killed by Iran 
on the Gulf war front exactly two 
years ago.

Former associate of Nasser calls 
for another revolution in Egypt 


6 returned Israeli prisoners of war in midst of raging controversy 


TEL AVIV ( Rj — Six Israeli sol- 
diers who returned home to a her- 
oes' welcome after an exchange of 
prisoners with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation iPLO} have 
become the centre of a bitter con- 
troversy. 

Former Chief of Staff Rafael 
■ Eitan has accused them of sha- 
ming the army and suggested that, 
a military inquiry might decide to 
put them on trial for negligence. 

The six. who surrendered to the 
PLO without firing a shot during 
Israel's invasion of Lebanon 14 
months ago. were freed last week 
in exchange for -L6UU Palestinian 


and Lebanese prisoners. 

Israeli television has come 
under sharp criticism for giving 
hours of coverage to jubilant par- 
lies celebrating the return of the 
prisoners and for broadcasting 
long, painful interviews with the 
parents of two of their com- 
panions still in captivity. 

The Al Hamishmar newspaper, 
of the leftist opposition Mapam 
Party, commented : "We did not 
need the festival of prisoners, but 
we certainly don’t need the exc- 
essive public lynching now taking 
place.” 

The prisoners’ families held a 


heated telephone exchange with 
Gen. Eitan over his comments. 
One parent told the independent 
Maanv newspaper that the con- 
versation ended with the former 
chief of staff slamming down the 
receiver. 

The parents have also asked to. 
meet Israeli President Chaim 
Herzog, who on Tuesday agreed 
with Gen. Eitan that the soldiers 
may have failed to observe usual . 
army standards. 

They said Gen. Eitan. while 
still chief of staff, had himself told 
them the soldiers would have been 


killed if they had tried to resist the 
guerrillas. 

"What were they supposed to 
do. aa like big heroes?' one mot- 
her asked in a television interview. • 
"Should they have returned in cof- 
fins instead?" 

Northern commander Ori Orr 
has said the soldiers may have fai- 
led to aa according to their mil- 
itary training, but had already 
been punished enough by their 
long imprisonment. 

Opposition parliamentarians 
have complained that Israel set a 
dangerous precedent by freeing 


67 prisoners convicted by Israeli 
courts of terrorism as part of the 
exchange. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
has said Israel paid a very, heavy 
price for the return of the six sol- 
diers. But he said Jerusalem was 
still seeking an exchange agr- 
eement for other Israelis held by 
Palestinian rebels and Syria. 

The array has forbidden the six 
to speak to reporters. 

Several members of IsraeTs 
broadcasting authority have adm- 
itted that media coverage of the 
subject has been overdone.

CAIRO — One of the "free off- 
> icers ' who ousted the Egyptian 
: monarchy in 1 952 has urged his 
j surviving colleagues to re-enter 
j politics to bring about "a rev- 
! olution that changes the whole of 
I Egypt." 

Now an opposition party leader. 
Khaled Mohieddm's rallying call 
j to the "old guard” revolutionary 
| council of the late Garaal Abdel 
Nasser, made in a speech earlier 
last month, has met attacks and 
criticism from the press. 

Political sources said the press 
attacks were a surprise, partly 
because President Hosni Mubarak 
has always spoken sym- 
pathetically about the 1952 rev- 
olution. 

Some politicians said privately 
the criticism suggested jitters wit- 
hin Mr. Mubarak's ruling National 
Democratic Party ahead of gen- 
eral elections next April. But pol- 
itical sources said it was hard to 
see the old guard as a threat to Mr. 
Mubarak, since it commanded 
scam public backing. 

Among those to attack Mr. 
Mohieddin for urging the old 
guard to re-enter the political fray 
was the editor of the political wee- 
kly Ai-Mussawar who said the 
revolutionary council "long ago 
lost legitimacy" and had no right 
to impose "an alleged gua- 
rdianship on the Egyptian peo- 
ple". 

Few survivors 

Few of the "free officers" who 
removed King Farouk on July 24, 
1952, survive today and remain in 
public life. 



Khaled Mohieddin 

The brothers Sal ah and Gamal 
Salem, members of the original 
11 -man revolution command 
council, have died. 

Of those ** July men" stHl active, 
most are involved in opposition 
politics, although a striking cxc- j 
eprion is Second Lieutenant Moh- 
ammed Abdcl-Halim Abu Gha- 
zaia. mentioned in some memoirs 
as a junior adherent of the "free 
officers" in 1952. Now a Rekf’ 
Marshal, Abu Ghazaia is Mr. 
Mubarak's defence minister and 
’deputy premier. 

Left-leaning Mohieddin dis- 
sented from the revolutionary 
command council in the early 
years of the revolution. 

He re-emerged to lead the smaH 
unionist progressive party when 
Anwar Sadat, who succeeded Mr. 
Nasser in i 97(1, allowed a measure 
of pluralistic democracy. The 
party comprises Nasserites. Mar- 
xists. nationalists and others inc- 
luding, some less-known "free 
officers". 

Mr. Mohieddin’ s recent spe- 
eches have taken the line that the 
1952 revolution has not achieved 
its objective. He said 46 million 
Egyptians lived mostly in suf- 


focating poverty 3u yean after a 
revolution which pledged them a 
better Hfe. 

He would, he said, report to 
other survivon, of the original rev- 
olutionary command council and 
invite there “to return to political 
life to shoulder their historical 
responsibilities." 

One of these men.- Kama! Hus- 
sein. was elected to the people’s 
assembly os an independent dar- 
ing Mr. Sadar's rule but cxpeQed 
after angering Mr. Sadat in a cable 
protesting about a crackdown on 
the opposition after 1977 food 
riots- 

Political sources said Mr. Hus- 
sein might try to form a party of 
join one soon. He might enter the 
new Wafd- a revival of Egypt’s 
oldest nationalists party now fig- 
hting a court battle for official rec- 
ognition. 

Another survivor 

Another survivor of the pound! 
is Hussein El-Shafei, vice- 
president for a time under both 
Nasser and badat. 

Besides Mr. Moteeddin’s call 
for a new revolution, other opp- 
osition groups are trying to weld 
together a front, calling for a boy- 
cott of the April elections unless 
.vlr. Mubarak reforms emergency 
legislation which they allege curbs 
their freedom. 

In his recent speeches. Mr. 
Mubarak has conceded the cou- 
ntry has "a huge heap of pro- 
blems". But he says an ingrained 
fatalism, indolence and a birth 
rate that adds one million to the 
population every iU months are 
chiefly to blame, and that no Egy- 
ptian government should be asked 
,for overnight miracles.

The seminar recommended that 
research into enhanced oil recovery should be a basic part of the 
work of the proposed centre. Ihe seminar also called for sta- 
ndardisation of measures and terminology used in petroleum 
operations.

5 billion loan from its creditor 
banks to help ease its economic crisis, banking sources said. 

China honours grain deal with U.S. 


WASHINGTON i R) — China’s decision to honour its long-term 
grain sales agreement with the United States also lifts the threat of 
disruption of talks on other bilateral issues, administration off- 
icials said Thursday. The Chinese embassy. Wednesday informed 
the Susie Department that Peking had decided to buy an extra two 
million million tonnes Of U.S. grain this year, fulfilling the pur- 
chase terms of the agreement. 


Turkish prices rise after elections 


ISTANBUL (R) — Turkish retail prices have risen 
sharply since last month’s general elections, tri- 
ggering a press outcry on behalf of consumers and 
-predictions that the official inflation rate will exceed 
35 per cent this year. 


Ihe original I9N3 official inf- 
lation target, calculated on the 
wholesale price index which exc- 
ludes items such as rents, was 2t» 
per cent. 

But it had already reached 27.4 
per cent by the end of October 
before increases in the past three 
weeks, which began with rises of 
around 1 7 per cent in petroleum 
products, forced on the gov- 
ernment by the failing value of tbe 
Turkish lira. 

Many analysts, including ele- 
ction winner and former economy 
chief Mr. furgut Ozal. believe the 
true inflation figure to be as much 
as 15 per cent above the official 
figure. Mr. Ozal has pledged to cut 
inflation "whatever the price." 

Since the oil price rises, pricesof 
a wide range of consumer goods, 
from eggs to car tyres, have spi- 


ralled. 

In one example of the spree, a 
refrigerator manufacturer adv- 
ertised next month's prices on tel- 
evision. adivising people to buy 
now and save up to 25.1KIO lira. 

A kilogramme 1 2.2 pounds) of 
salty white goat's cheese, a staple 
for millions of Turks, has risen to 
700 lira iS2.Ri)| from 55n lira iS 
2.2 0) and eggs have risen from 17 
lira (7 cents j each to 22 lira (9 
cents). 

The word •“2am". meaningprice 
rise, became the fear of consumers 
and the catch -word of newspaper 
headline writers. 

Mories of increased prices pus- 
hed political developments lo sec- 
ond place in the newspapers, 
which clamoured for controls and 
reported the reactions of dis- 
mayed consumers. 


Most papers tend to blame 
manufacturers and retail traders 
for taking advantage of the 
month-long transition period 
between the elections and the new 
government of Mr. OzaTs con- 
servative Motherland Party taking 
over. 

Trade ministry and local aut- 
horities have started a campaign 
to check prices, but economists 
say the laws of economy are at 
work and are immune From state 
interference. 

"If you push 147..$ billion lira 
i S547.4 million j into the system in 
three weeks, prices will surely inc- 
rease. this is a rule in economics ” 
said Mr. Gungor Uras. a senior 
executive at the industrial holding 
company, bzibanci. 

He said central bank data rev- 
ealed that the money in circulation 
rose 25 per cent to 735.7 billion 
lira tS2.7 million) on Nov. 4. just 
before the poll. From 5$7.y billion 
lira i $2.2 million j on Oct. 1 4. 

Economists say this increase 
stemmed from excessive com- 
mercial bank withdrawals from 
the central bank to meet interest 


payments on deposits. 

As deposit interest rates arc 
now below that of current inf- 
lation. the banks are faced with 
liquidity shortages because no 
fresh funds are available to them, 
they said. 

Mr. Uungor Uras. also an ass- 
ociate professor of economics, 
said the extra money pumped into 
the system increased demand, 
which led the market to increase 
prices. 

Mr. Nuh Kusculu. chairman of 
the Istanbul Chamber of Com- 
merce. said negative deposit rates 
and expectations of price hikes 
after vlr. U2al lakes over next 
week fuelled the surge in demand. 

He also said recent state bail- 
outsof some firms and three banks 
had cost the slate some 1 2t> billion 
lira iS444 million), adding lo the 
price increases. 

Business circles say some ind- 
ustrialists. expecting a tough pro- 
gramme by Mr. Ozal to restrict 
domestic demand to curb inf- 
lation, chose to increase their pri- 
ces thinking they would be unable 
to Jo so next year. 


Feldstein under attack by White House 


WASHING TON t K i - President 
Reagan's chief economic adviser. 
Mr. Marlin Feldstein. has incurred 
the wrath of the White House for 
his outspoken views on budget 
deficits and some observers think 
his blunt talk might cost him his 
job. 

Mr. Feldstein. chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers 
rCEA). provoked a public sco- 
lding from the White House after 
speeches in which he said Mr. 
Reagan's budget-cutting efforts 
had brought most domestic spe- 
nding back to the same share of 
the overall economy it held in the 
mid- 1960s. 

White House spokesman .Mr. 
Larry bpeakes criticised .Mr. Fel- 
dstein sharply on Wednesday for 
his views and hinted that his job 
was at stake. 

Taken alone, what vlr. Fel- 
dstein said about Mr. Reagan bri- 


nging down spending on domestic 
programmes would please the 
president's conservative advisers. 

But with the U.S. budget deficit 
running close to 5200 billion the 
implication of Mr. Feldstein's 
remarks was that vlr. Reagan's tax 
cuts had combined with record 
peace-time defence spending to 
produce such a high deficit. 

vlr. Reagan has consistently 
argued that Congress was to 
blame for the budget deficits bec- 
ause it lacked the will to make 
necessacy spending cuts in dom- 
estic programmes. 

vlr. bpeakes told the press: 
*“ The important part of our pro- 
gramme is defence increase and 
tax reduction. 1 think that is well 
known, with the possible exc- 
eption of the chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers." 

Asked if Mr. Feldstein had been 
‘asked to resign. Mr. Speakes rep- 


lied: "I don't think they're act- 
ually asked him lo resign... I don't 
think they're going to ask him 
face-to-face." 

vlr. bpeakes said he was voicing 
publicly what the CBA chairman 
had already been told privately by 
senior White House officials over 
past months. 

A spokesman for vlr. Feldstein. 
44. said the economist had not 
been asked to resign and had no 
plans to leave his job before next 
September when he is scheduled 
to return to Harvard University. 
He was a professor there before 
joining the government in Sep- 
tember 1 ysz. 

vlr. Feldstein also issued a sta- 
tement saying he "completely 
supports" the president's eco- 
nomic programme. 

vlr. Feldstein has called for hig- 
her taxes or spend i ng cu ts to offset 
federal budget deficits, a stance 


Treasury Secretary Donald Regan 
opposes. 

vlr. Feldstein said Mr. Reagan's 
economic programmes were "fair 
and balanced." 

" I know a lot of you have heard 
press reports but 1 hope my rem- 
arks make it clear 1 support the 
president’s programmes and Lhal 1 
plan to slay in Washington." he 
said. 

The speech reiterated his pre- 
viously stated views. 

"1 am convinced that the adv- 
antages of reducing the budget 
deficit outweigh the disadvantages 
of the proposed increase in tax 
rates." vlr. Feldstein told the tax 
foundation, a private business 
group. 

This was his most explicit sta- 
tement so far on the issue, which 
divides administration pol- 
icymakers as they begin pre- 
parations for next year’s budget.

BONN (R) — The West German parliament for- 
mally lifted political immunity from Economics Min- 
ister Otto Lambsdorff Friday, clearing the way for 
corruption charges to be brought against him.

Lambsdorff is accused of acc- 
epting bribes on behalf of his Free 
Democratic Party i FDP- from the 
Flick industrial group, is expected 
to be handed over to him within 
the next few days. 

He has said he will not decide on 
his future until he has studied the 
charges. 

I*he lower house vcfte was taken 
by a show of hands, with no app- 
arent objectors. 

Bonn public prosecutor Joh- 
annes V'.ilhelm said his office 
would lay charges as soon as pos- 
sible once the lower house app- 
roved the recommendation, 
vlr. Lambsdorff would now 


have to give details of charges that 
he and his predecessor Hans Fri- 
derichs. now a leading banker, 
took about 50U.MW marks 
iS2U‘l.u(in) in bribes from a giant 
company- Rick, in the lV7us. 
which both have repeatedly den- 
ied. 

If .vlr. Lambsdorff resigns, con- 
servative Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
could face strong pressure to give 
more power in his three-party coa- 
lition to Bavarian Premier Franz-

We cannot overstress the 
importance of counting — 
whether it be points or 
tricks. That was the key to 
success on today's band. 

South's jump to four 
hearts shows a good trump 
suit and ho desire to play any 
higher contract. Usually, it 
promises a six-card or longer 
suit. However, South reason- 
ed that his hand might not 
produce a single trick at a no 
trump contract, so he decid- 
ed to take his shot at the suit 


game. 

West led a trump. Since 


that almost surely marked 
East with the king of trumps, 
declarer could count only 
nine tricks — Eve in the plain 
suits and four trumps. One 
way to establish a tenth trick 
was to hope for a 3-3 diamond 
split, which would enable 
declarer to establish the 
fourth diamond in the dosed 
hand, but that was distinctly 
against the odds. Instead, 
declarer opted to rely on the 
fact that East probably had 
the king of hearts, and to try 
for five tricks in the trump 
suit. 

Declarer won the ace of 
hearts, cashed the ace-king of 
clubs and ruffed a dub, then 
crossed to the ace of spades 
and led another dub. Since it 
would not help to ruff, East 
discarded a spade. Declarer 
ruffed, crossed to the king of 
spades * and led another 
spade. This time East sluffed 
a diamond, and declarer ruff- 
ed with his penultimate 
trump for his side's ninth 
trick. 

Declarer crossed back to 
the ace of diamonds and led 
the table's last spade. East 
was helpless. If he ruffed 
high, the queen of trumps 
would become declarer’s 
tenth trick. If he did 
anything else, the queen of 
trumps would score a ruff en 
passant. Either way, ten 
tricks were there. . . 


NASA press conference 
with shuttle crew flops 


HOUSTON iR. - Experiment!, 
aboard the orbiting space shuttle 
Columbia focused" on the stars 
Friday but back on earth, space 
officials were still blushing after 
communications problems all but 
scuttled a showcase press con- 
ference with the crew. 

Hie six crew members, into the 
fourth day of their mission, started 
using an ultraviolet telescope abo- 
ard the European-built spacelab. 
carried by Columbia, to study 
starsand galaxies while continuing 
observations of the earth's mag- 
netic fields. 

l*.>. space agency officials said 
they were considering extending 
the shuttle's nine-day mission to 
give crew members more time to 
complete the 7tt planned exp- 
eriments packed into the biliion- 
doilar spacelab. 

"The crew continues to be in 
very good spirits." said flight dir- 
ector John Cox. 

But in Houston, space officials 
were still recovering from a press- 
conference Thursday that was 
plagued with technical problems 
vl r. Cox said was caused by a cable 
incorrectly plugged into a tel- 
ephone switching panel. 

In Lhe televised event the Nat- 
ional Aeronautics and bpace 
Administration i NAsA; had pla- 


nned to link reporters here and in 
Europe with the astronauts for a 
question-and-answer session. 

But the session began late, did 
not last as long as planned and w os 
plagued with technical troubles. 

In*tcad of being able to put 
their questions directly to the ast- 
ronauts. reporters wound up pho- 
ning them in to a NASA “com- 
municator" who relayed their 
queries to space. 

Ihc first reporter to put a que- 
stion had to repeat himself five 
times before it got through to a 
commutations centre a few 
hundreu metres away to be rel- 
ayed to Columbia. 

Reporters covering the mission 
from a European space agency 
facility m Cologne, w est l »erman. 
fared little better. 

"Cologne calling spacelab. Col- 
ogne calling spacelab," an uni- 
dentified voice repeated over and 
again without getting any res- 
ponse. 

v\.hen the reporter finally got 
through the astronauts said spa- 
celab so far was living up to all its 
expectations. 

Astronaut Owen Garriott said 
the crew had been concentrating 
on physiology experiments that 
had to be done early in the flight 
while they were adjusting to wei- 
ghtlessness.

“It haa been a very lonely cam- 
paign." Harrs w enter Kite, deputy 
head of Spiegel’s domestic rep- 
orting unit, told Reuters. 

vyhile Spiegel produced per- 
iodic revelations on Flick, many 
based on documents apparently 
leaked from the office of the Bonn 
public prosecutor investigating 
the case, newspapers and radio 
and television stations seemed to 
be looking the other way. 

“On Mondays after we app- 
eared with our revelations most of 
the media just followed up with 
denials or completely ignored 
what we were reporting,’’ Mr. Kilz 
said. 

Count Lambsdorff complained 
of “ lynch-mob journalism” after 
the prosecutor announced he 
would seek to lift his par- 
liamentary immunity to enable 
charges of bribe-taking to be bro- 
ught. 

Vet many observers felt the pol- 
iticians alleged to be involved had 
had a much easier ride from the 
media than they would have had in 
many other Western nations. 

“A political scandal of this 
magnitude would have drawn the 
press like bees round a honeypot 
in a number of other countries.” 
one Western diplomat com- 
mented.” But here there seems to 
have been almost a conspiracy of 
silence. 

“It’s hard to see exactly why this 
is so. It’s certainly not the libel 
laws which are much more liberal 
than in Britain, for example. 

“I suspect most papers simply 
lack the financial resources to 
carry out investigative journalism 
on this scale and are content to- 
stick to what they like best — pon- 
tificating and preaching to their 
readers.” 

.Mr. Kilz. co-author of a book 
published last week on the Flick 
affair entitled “Flick — the Bou- 
ght Republic”, agreed and bel- 
ieved the structure of the press 
was partly to blame. 

Mr. Kilz pointed to another fac- 1 
lor he believed was at work: A 
large section of the media cam- 
paigned over a long period for the 
fail of Helmut Schmidt’s left- 
liberal coalition. 

Count Lambsdorff is generally 
seen as the prime force in the eve-- 
ntua! decision of his Liberal Free 
Democrats iFDP) in September 
last year lo switch coalition par- 
mere and join a centre-right gov- 
ernment under Helmut Kohl. 

It is now much tooerabarrassing 
for the papers to turn on the pol- 
itician who engineered the change 
they were advocating. .Mr. Kilz 
said. 

Spiegel editor Erich Boehrne 
defended his magazine against 
Count Lambsdorffs charge that 
his case had been prejudged in the; 
media.
